Summary of Legislation

The bill establishes civil immunity for entities (defined as individual, corporation, government,
educational institution, religious organization, business, estate, trust, limited liability company,
partnership, association or other legal entity) for any act or omission that results in exposure, loss,
damage, injury, or death arising from COVID-19 if the entity attempts in good faith to comply with
all applicable state and local guidelines. The immunity does not apply if the exposure, loss, damage,
injury, or death was caused by gross negligence or a willful and wanton act or omission of the entity.
The bill repeals two years after the Governor terminates the state of disaster emergency declared on
March 11, 2020.

Assessment of No Fiscal Impact

Immunity for civil liability is not construed to include immunity from workers' compensation claims.
Further, while state trial courts review civil cases, it is assumed that the bill will create only a minimal
potential reduction in potential cases. As a result, the fiscal note assumes the bill will have no fiscal
impact on state or local governments.

Effective Date

The bill takes effect 90 days following adjournment of the General Assembly sine die, assuming no
referendum petition is filed.
